For this 
reason the outlying schools where the 
less serious cases are cared for, have 
found the school library the most 
satisfactory room. invariably rest- 
ful, well-lighted, and attractive, and its 
yse for this work not sufficiently often 
interfere seriously with its regular 
purposes. 

Since speech one’s most individual- 
istic characteristic speech problems are 
essentially individualistic. Consequent- 
ly, our speech classes are usually limited 
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eight ten pupils. Pupils with 
articulatory defects are not included 
classes with nervous stuttering pupils. 
Cleft palate speech usually indi- 
vidual case, are some the more 
serious articulatory cases. 

Thirty minute periods are scheduled 
for defects. 
Fifteen minutes are spent relaxation,
